Undiscovered Murders 
Are Many Say Medicos 


The American Medical Associ- 
ation has come forward with the 
rather startling assertion § that 
thousands of undiscovered mur- 
ders are committed each year on 
the North American continent 

The Journal of 
the Association 
dedlares that one 
death in five in 
the United 
States, which is 
about 300,000 
each year, is 
known or sus- 
pected to have 
resulted from 
violence or from 
some _ obscure 
cause that is 
never satisfactorily

Out of these 300,000 deaths are 
derived the 13,000 murders that 
are officially recognized annually 

The American Medical Associ- 
ation says the percentage of 
murder in these 300,000 mysteri- 
ous deaths is much higher than 
it officially appears 

In other words, it may be pos- 
sible, they say, that as many as 
one death in every ten or fifteen 
might be homicide 

It is a disturbing thought and 
it has some exceedingly horrible

It is of course, widely recog- 
Nized that unofficial euthanasia 
or mercy k much more 
prevalent than a good many 
people s rect 

I don't mean to insinuate that 
doctors as nurse end them- 
selves readily to this much-dis- 
puted practice although there 


may be an occasional doctor or 


nurs@ whose sentimentality is 
sufficiently distorted to lend a 
hand 

But among relatives and friends 
whose primitive pity is not dis- 
ciplined by a code of ethics and 
whose intelligence is not great 
enough to resist the impulses of 
a perverted compassion, there 
are some who doubtless usher 
in the Grim Reaper a bit prema- 
turely to the bedside of a belov- 
ed sufferer by acts of commission 
or omission, 


The helping hand in such 
deaths is not readily detected. A 
slight irregularity in the admin- 
istration of tent medicines 
might hasten oe Even the 
siuhtest act of deliberate neglect 
could do the trick, 

And it would bé a bold coroner 
who would cry murder no matter 
how much his suspicions were

It is a horrible speculation, as 
I say, because it tends to create 
suspicion in the minds of the 
sick against those who ordinarily 
are nearest and dearest to them.

Increased Buying Pressure 


This is the third in a series 
of nine articles dealing with 
the high cost of living, by 
Professor Andrew Stewart, 
BSA, MA, Department of 
Political Economy of the 
University of Alberta and a 
director of The Edmonton 
Bulletin, 


Market prices tell how many 
goods and services are offered 
for sale, and how willing and 
able buyers are to pay for them 

Prices do not rise automatic- 
ally. Someone marks up the price 
of the goods 
However, if 
prices are push 
ed up so far that 
buyers will not 
take the quanti 
ties offered, 
stocks will ac 
cumulate in the 
hands of sellers 
At a given level 
of prices, if 
stocks are not STEWART 
accumulating, then consumers 
are able (and ip ove sense, will- 


ing) to pay prevailing prices for 
goods available. 

When prices generally are ris- 
ing, and goods are moving off the 
shelves, there is evidence of pres- 
sure of spending on the available 
flow of goods, 


Spending 
Pressure 


There is today in Canada no 
evidence of accumulating stocks 
of goods. Supplies are disposed 
of at increasing prices. Continu- 
ously rising prices reflect a pres- 
sure of total spending on the flow 
of goods being produced and of- 


fered for sale. This is the cen- 
tral, inescapable fact about the 
inflationary rise in prices. The 


flow of consumers’ goods has not 
kept pace with the flow of spend 
ing by the consumer 

If, in this consumers’ 
goods are scarce we cannot blame

We get closer to an understand 
ing of the high cost of living when 
we look into the nature of our

Just How It Happened 

The “enclosed clippings” happen to be a story penned 
from Lethbridge last Thursday by yours truly following 
the 4-2 defeat hung on Flyers by the Maple Leafs. Portions 
of the missive have been singled out for underlining. 

“Rabid Hockey Fan’s” action in singling out these 
particular passages indicates in this case anyway—how 
prone people are to read into a story a slant that may not 
be there at all. For instance he draws particular attention 
to the following account of the injury to Bernie Bathgate, 
as we saw it happen, as we recounted it: 

“Early in the third period Heximer charged half- 
way across the rink to flatten Bathgate, almost at the 
centre spot. It was about all the ex-Vancouver Canuck 
could do to crawl to the Edmonton bench, Afterwards 
examination disclosed a separation in the breatbone. 
Bathgate was taped up and is scheduled to see the club 
doctor in Edmonton Friday.” 

For the life of us we can’t see that the above is any- 
thing but a bit of straight reporting. ; 

There is no suggestion that Heximer pulled off a stunt 
of which Bathgate—or any other player in the league, 
for that matter—wouldn’t be capable, if he were to get 
Heximer or any other opponent “‘set up.’’ Certainly Bath- 
gate was a long time making it back to the bench ‘He was 
hurt, that’s all. Subsequent examination in Edmonton 
showed a cracked rib rather than a separation of the 
breast-bone as diagnosis was made by a Lethbridge doctor. 

In other words, if “Rabid Hockey Fan” finds anything 
“homerish” about this particular passage he put the mean- 
ing there himself.

A New Travel 
Ration Period 


November 16th 


AS ANNOUNCED BY THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
THE REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE USE OF 
U.S. DOLLARS FOR TRAVEL CONTINUE IN FORCE. 


As in the past, it will be necessary for Canadians to 
obtain a permit from their bank if they wish to take out of 
Canada more than $10 U.S. or more than $25 in 
U.S. and Canadian currency combined. 


Reports show that the saving of U.S. dollars made pos- 
sible by travel rationing can be expected to amount to 
between $40 and $50 million during the period Novem- 
ber 16th, 1947 to November 15th, 1948. This substantial 
sum was thus made available for the purchase of many 
essential supplies and commodities during this time. 


The regulations governing the amount of U.S. dollers available for 
different travel purposes are outlined below:—

beginning November 16th, 1948, is $150. In the case of children 
of eleven years and under, the amount is $100. There is no restriction 
on the number of trips as long as the annual allotment is not exceeded. 
Any U.S. dollars obtained for one trip and not used on that trip 
must be brought back to Conada and exchanged for Canadian 
dollars at the traveller's bank immediately on his return, No credit 
for funds thus turned back can be allowed against the annual ratioa 
for subsequent trips. 


Business Travel 

Applications for U.S. dollars for business travel must include a 
certification by the employer that the travel is in his business interests. 
Reasonable amounts of U.S. dollars may be obtained for this purpose. 


Travel for Health or Education 


Applications for U.S. dollars for health or educational reasons are 
to be made on special forms available at chartered banks, These 
applications will be forwarded by banks to the Foreign Exchange 
Control Board for consideration. Applications for health travel must 
be accompanied by a medical report on forms which can also be 
obtained at chartered banks, The Department of National Health 
ond Welfare acts as adviser to the Board in reviewing these medical 


feports. 
Border Travel 


A Canadian resident may take out of Canada without a permit up 
to $25 in currency, of which not more than $10 is in U.S. currency, 
For this purpose, he may purchase up to $10 U.S. in any calendar 
month. This is in addition to the annual travel ration. -
